WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Swift & 


Co. of Chicago havo refused to deliver 
to the federal trade commission rec- 
ords desired by the commission in its 
Investigation of the packing industry, 
and drastic action will be taken in 
court to force their production, Fran- 
cis J. Heney announced today at the 
resumption 'of the commission's in- 
quiry. 
It was said that when the commis- 


sion's investigators went to Chicago 
they received only . evasive 
replies 


from the officers of Swift & Co., and 
.hat direct demand for the records 
lad been refused. To obtain the pa- 
pers, which relate to the ownership 
of the Chicago stock yards and other 
details of the meat industry, the com- 
mission will go into a federal court 
and ask an order compelling the com- 
pany to produce them. 
Ordered South For Indefinite Time 


Mr. Heney also announced receipt 


of a telegram saying that C. C. Chase 
of Chicago, auditor of the Union Stock 
Yards and Transit Co., was ill and 
could not answer the committee's sub- 
loena. The telegram said Mr. Chase 
las been "ordered south for an inclefi- 
lite time," Mr. Heney added. "1 de- 
sire to inform tho commission," Mr.

Details of Plan Unfolded 


Details of tho plan for 
obtaining 


control of tho Chicago Junction rail- 
ways and the Union Stock Yards Co., 
were unfolded by W. M. Wadden, for- 
mer treasurer of the company, who 
said he was a partner in F. H. Prince 
& Co., of Boston, but sometimes took 
shorthand dictation from Prince. He 
identified two pages of shorthand as 
having been taken by him. in 1911. 


Tho notes were headed 
"Proposi- 


tion" and set forth how Prince and 
J. Ogden Armour were to obtain con- 
trol of 
the 
Junction Railways Co. 


Then 
came

which detailed how the new corpora- 
tion, the Chicago Stock Yards Co., was 
to be formed, and obtain the control 
of the yards and railroads held by tho 
other company. 
'Prince claims he and friends con-

randum read. "He and Armour con- 
trol the common stock." 


Prince was said to own 20,500 of the 


Junction Railways stock; P. S. Mose- 
ley & Co. of Boston had bought 12,500 
shares, of which Armour was to take 
one-half, and Prince one-half, and the 
remainder of the company's stock was 
to be bought by Moseley.and divided 
equally between Prince and Armour.

PETROGRAD, Dec. 20.—Under the 


heading "Secret Treaty Between Jap- 
an and Russia for Joint Armed Dem- 
onstration Against America and Great 
Britain in the Far Bast," the Izvestia 
publishes what it says is the text of 
tho secret treaty drawn up last year 
providing for joint action *y Russia 
and Japan to prevent any third coun- 
try from achieving political dominance 
in China. The treaty, dated July 3, 
1916, runs for five years, automatically 
extending itself until a year after 
one party expresses the desire to an- 
nul it. It is signe_d by Sergius Sazon- 
off, then Russian foreign minister, and 
Viscount Motonzo, Japanese foreign 
minister. 


The treaty stipulates that ''the ar- 
gument shall remain a deep secret for 
all except for the contracting parties." 
It opens with the statement that it is 
designed to supplement and strength- 
en the secret treaties of 1907. 1D10 
and 1913. 
Article 1 is given as fol- 
lows: 


"The contracting parties recognize 


that the interests of either side de- 
mand the defense of Chiria from po- 
litical domination by any third power 
whatsoever cherishing hostile 
inten- 


tions toward Russia and Japan, and 
therefore undertake, whenever. . cir- 
cumstances necessitate, to enter into 
open relations based on full confidence 
Ln order co-jointly to take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent the advent iu 
China of such a state of affairs." 


Other articles are published as fol- 


lows: 
"Article IT—In the event that, as a 


consequence of any measures under- 
taken by mutual consent by Russia

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Evidence o 


a German plot to align the nations o

FRACTURES—WHAT TO BO 


BADLY HURT BY 


FAIL. 


Fra ;tares are frequent after a. win- 
ter freezeup. 
Pending the arrival of 
a physician the 
patient 
should be 
made as comfortable as possible with- 
out moving the injured part more than 
is absolutely necessary. 
If the patient must be moved a 
splint, extending as far above and bo- 
low • the Injury as possible should bo 
applied. In fractures of the leg, bed- 
slats, pieces of board or canes may 
be well padded and tied firmly but not 
too tightly along the whole length of 
tho leg and to the body .above the 
hip.Care should be taken to prevent tha 
broken ends of the bone from piercing 
the skin. 
Where the ends of a broken bone 
stick through the skin It Is known as 
a compound fracture. In such cases 
danger of serious or fatal infection 
always exists and should be treated at 
once by a physician. 
Simple fractures may be recogmlzed 
sometimes by hearing the bone crack. 
Frequently the most striking sign la 
tho deformity or change of shape of 
the injured part.

CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCE 


The religious aspect of the Christ- 


mas festival will appeal more strongly 
to the average citizen this year than 
at any time since the Civil war. The 
war has brought a 
seriousness of 


mind that turns to prayer and seeks 
the consolation of religion. There is 
an abiding faith in this country that 
right will prevail and that the war 
will ultimately bring about a great 
advance in the onward march of hu- 
man freedom. Gloomy days may come 
to this nation before the end of the 
war but at no time do we anticipate 
the depression that comes from 
the 


anticipation of final defeat. 


Thus although some local inconven- 


iences may arise, some shortages in 
articles of food and fuel, there is al- 
ways that strong conviction of com- 
ing victory that will compensate for 
all our sacrifices. 


THE COAL SHORTAGE 


Some weeks ago when it was pre- 


dicted tha,t the coal 
famine 
would 


eventually shut down factories and 
even railway power plants, very few 
were disposed to believe that such a 
condition could actually come about 
at this early stage in the war. 


These predictions, at first regarded 


as the gloomy forebodings of pessi- 
mists, have been fully verified. The 
worst has come to pass, and three of 
the principal transportation 
systems 


leading out of Boston have to curtail. 
The Bay State, the Boston Elevated 
and the Boston & Maine are obliged 
to curtail their service because of a 
shortage of 
fuel. When relief will 


come nobody can tell. The fuel ad- 
ministration, however, should do some- 
thing to bring relief. 
It is alleged 


that there will be a shortage of 7,800,- 
000 tons in the New England coal sup- 
ply, this due to the war, of course. 
The transportation 
companies are 


willing that the demands of the war 
should first he met. It seems that 
coal ordered by these various com- 
panies was seized in transit by the 
government and that the companies 
were 
unable to replace this coal in 


time to prevent a 
shortage. What 


cannot be cured must be endured.

Kelley, San Antonio, Texas: 


Dear Fijed:—I suppose you will be 


surprised to know that I am away 
down here. I have been transferred 
to the aviation 
corps—the 
highest 


branch of the service. Devens was a 
mansion compared to ttoe place where 
We arc now. We haven't nice steam- 
heated barracks, but merely cold tents 
and believe me, it is some cold here 
at night. I heard you had a big snow 
storm up your way. Well, we played 
ball down here today and I did a lot 
of sweating 
I suppose it doesn't 


seem possible to you while hiking 
through the snow that wo should be 
enjoying summer weather.down here. 


a I have gained a lot of experience 
since I came down here. 
For 
one 
thing, I know what a sand storm is. 
We have had two of them since com- 
ing here and believe mo, I've 
had 
enough of them. It is impossible to 
describe how really bad they are. 
It 


is just like being in a room full of 
smoke and not being able to get any 
air. Wherever you .turn there is sand 
and the funny thing about it is that 
it comes up so quickly that you don't 
have a chance to get to your tent 
During the flrst one we had, I happen- 
ed to be out in front of the tent and 
I didn't know what was going to hap- 
pen. A fellow told me to get a towel 
and put it around my head and get 
under my blankets. 
I had to . stay 


there for six hours and didn't dare 
come out. When it was all over there 
was an inch of dust on our bunks and 
wo all looked like coal heavers. 
The second one 
came about three 
o'clock one morning and I was 
on 
guard duty. I ducked into a shed un- 
til it was all over. This guard "stuff" 
is great. I was guarding the quaran • 
tine camp at one time. 
When any 
disease breaks out. they send the fel- 
lows u'ho are sul'lerin^ from it to a 
camp away from all the tents, it was 
funny to hear these fellows talk when 
1 would go past, them on guard duty: 
They have no use for the guards; they 
were telling me to 'drop dead" until 
they got out, but can you imagine ma 
walking up and down there with a 
gun on my shoulder and not a soul in 
sight? 
At any minute 
a 
Mexican 
might rap me on the head. The next 
time I get that job I'm going to be 
awfully sick. 
We are 'about S miles from San An- 
tonio proper and there's no chance to 
go down and buv smokes', candy and 
other little thing's. So the people up 
here take advantage of the fact and 
charge ten cents for five-cent cigarets. 
and everything else is a nickel more 
than In the city. The ifellows are al- 
ways broke and the "Gimme" crub has 
the largest membership of any club 
around hero. 
Once you take out a 


Eackage of cigarets here it *s good- 
ye to them. 
I am glad 
that I got into this 
branch away from the infantry; the 
chances and the pay are better. 
A 
chief 
electrician 
here gets ?'85 a 
month; be has to be a sort of an all- 
round mechanic. I don't expect to land 
one of those jobs, but I do expect to 
set something with as much money as 
I was getting 
before I joined 
the 
army. 
After this war the army men 
are going to get the preference; an- 
other thing, there is going to be a lot 
of work on aeroplanes, and I will get 
a lot of experience down here in that 
line. Another advantage of the aoro 
service is that Ihe men are located ten 
miles behind the firing lino and you 
have a pretty sure chance of coming 
back. • 
What do you suppose would happen 


if a Hying machine were to fly over 
Lowell? Well, down hero they flyover 
camp like birds. 
There are about 50 


of them going up and coming down 
all day. I've got BO used to them 
now that I never look up. but when I 
first came here I was like a • rubn- 
looklng up at them all the time. There 
have been very few accidents consid- 
ering the number who are flying. One 
fellow tried to go up at night and 
when ho attempted to land he struck 
a woodpile and smashed himself along 
with the machine. There are a lot of 
Mexicans 
and 
full-blooded 
Indians 
here in the service. 
I mot two Lowell fellows at the 
Knights of Columbus hut Monday. One 
of them was .Timmie Lane, who played 
with the C.Y.M.Jj. basketball team; 
the other was Frank Eeilly from the 
Highlands. 
These are the only Low- 
ell fellows whom I've met down here 
so far and, believe me, it seemed good 
to see someone from home. 
Things 
are so uncertain here that you novel- 
know what is going to happen.

The order of ll\e United States fuel 


administration of Nov. 9, limiting the 
hours 'for lighting* the electric sijrns 
has been cancelled and a new order is- 
__;ucd, according to information 
re- 
ceived by John M. p'Donofc'hue, chair- 
man of the local fuel committee. 
The new order prohibits corpora- 
tions, 
associations, 
partnership:) or 
persons engaged in iho business of 
furnishing electricity from supplying 
electricity for illumination or display- 
ing 
advertisements, 
announcements 
etc., when such stores are not open 
for business, excepting1 such lights as 
are necessary for the public safety 
or as are required by law. Further- 
more the municipality is 
prohibited 
from 
maintaining 
excessive 
street 
lighting for display 
or 
advertising 


purposes. 
These prohibitions are subject to the 
following exceptions: 
(a) This order shall not apply to 
light used for governmental purposes 
only by tho United States government, 
the government of any commonwealth 
or state of the United States; 
(b) This order shall not apply to 
the maintenance of street lights by 
any city or town or within any city 
or town under a contract with the 
officials thereof for such maintenance; 
except that no municipality may use 
fuel for the maintenance of 
lights 
commonly known as "White Way" or 
cluster lights, or other decorated street 
lighting, or enter into a contract for 
the lighting of the same, except to 
such extent as such lights are neces- 
sary for the safety of the public. 
(c) This order shall not apply to 
sucli porch lights upon houses or ho- 
tels or to entrances to buildings oc- 
cupied or open for ingress or egress 
during the night time, or to lights 
upon private driveways, walks, or in 
the grounds of any hotel, manufactur- 
ing establishment, 
or residence, 
or 
upon the platform of railway station.?, 
approaches thereto, or 
in 
railroad 
yards, or grounds, as are necessary to 
safety; or to lights for any similar 
purposes when 
authorized 
by any 
state fuel administrator of the state 
within which such lights are located. 
Provided, however, that such lights 
shall be only in such number or size 
as is necessary to meet the require- 
ments of public safety, and provid- 
ed that*- such lights shall be reduced 
at any time upon direction of the state 
fuel administrator of the state with- 
n which such buildings or grounds 
ire located. 
The state fuel administrators with- 
n the several states are hereby di- 
rected and authorized to see that the 
iroviaions of this order are observed, 
.o report violations thereof to 
the 
Jnited States fuel administrator, and 
to recommend to such administrator 
ction to be taken by him with re- 
spect to the sale, shipment, distribu- 
ion and apportionment of coal to the 
corporations, associations, partnerships 
or persons so found to be acting in 
'iolation of this order. This notice is 
from James J. Storrow, fuel admin- 
strator for New England.

Overcoat for Every Man 


An overcoat had been furnished for

shoe sizes. 
At Camp Custor, on Dec.

heading "Secret Treaty Between Jap- 
an and Russia for Joint Armed Dem- 
onstration Against America and Great 
Britain in the Far East," the Izvestia 
publishes what it says is the text of 
tho secret treaty drawn up last year 
providing for joint action by Russia 
and Japan to prevent any third coun- 
try from achieving political dominance 
in. China. The treaty, dated July 3, 
1916, i-uns for five years, automatically 
extending itself until a year after 
one party expresses the desire to an- 
nul it. It is signed by Sergius Sazon- 
off, then Russian foreign minister, and 
Viscount Motonzo, Japanese foreign 
minister. 


The treaty stipulates that ''the ai- 


gument shall remain a deep secret for 
all except for the contracting parties " 
It opens with the statement that it is 
designed to supplement and strength- 
en the secret treaties of 1907, 1910 
and 1912. 
Article 1 is given as fol- 
lows: 


"The contracting parties 
recognize 


that the interests of either side de- 
mand the defense of China from po- 
litical domination by any third power 
whatsoever cherishing hostile 
inten- 


tions 'toward Russia and Japan, and 
therefore undertake, 
whenever 
cir- 


cumstances necessitate, to enter into 
open relations based on full confidence 
In order co-jointly to take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent the advent Jn 
China of such a state of affairs." 


Other articles are published as fol- 
lows: 
"Article II—In the event that, as a 


consequence of any measures under- 
taken by mutual cotisent by Russia 
and Japan on the basis of the preced- 
ing article, any third power, as fore- 
seen by Article I, should declare war 
against Russia, or Japan, the other 
contracting party shall, on the lirst 
demand of its ally, come to its aid, 
Each contracting party binds 
itself 
not to make peace with the common 
enemy without obtaining the agree- 
ment of its ally. 
'Article 
'HI—The 
conditions 
on 
which either party shall give armed 
assistance and the means by which 
such assistance shall be 
expressed, 


shall be fixed by the respective au- 
thorities of the contracting parties. 


'Article IV—It must especially be 
kept in mind that neither party shall 


consider itself obligated in accordant* 
with Article II, to give its ally 
assistance unless it receives gi 
tees from Us allies to tie effect tin 
they will give it assistance to the « 
tent necessitated by the seriousness ( 
the possible conflict."

In fractures of the leg. bed- 
slats, pieces of board or canes may 
be well padded and tied firmly but not 
too tightly along the whole length of 
the leg and to the body above the 
hip.Care should b« taken to prevent thA 
broken ends of the bone from piercing 
the skin. 
Where the ends of a broken bone 
stick through the skin it is known as 
a compound fracture. 
In • such cases 
danger of serious or fatal infection 
always.exists and should be treated at 
once by a physician. 
Simple fractures may be recognized 
sometimes by hearing the bone crack. 
Frequently tho most striking sign ii 
Lhe deformity or change of shftpe of 
tho injured part. 
The fracture may 


be felt by running the fingers over the 
bone and comparing with the bone on 
the uninjured side.

Gloomy days may come 
to this nation before the end of the 
war but at no time do we anticipate 
the depression that comes from, 
the 


anticipation of final defeat. 


Thus although some local inconven- 


iences may arise, some shortages in 
articles of food and fuel, there is al- 
ways that/strong conviction of com- 
ing victory that will compensate for 
all our sacrifices. 


THE COAL SHORTAGE 


•Some weeks ago when it waa pre- 


dicted that the coal famine 
would 


eventually shut down factories and 
even railway power plants, very few 
were disposed to believe that such a 
condition could actually come about 
at this early stage in the war. 


These predictions, at first regarded 


as the gloomy forebodings of pessi 
mists, have been fully verified. Thi 
worst has come to pass, and three o 
the principal transportation 
system 


leading out of Boston have to curtail 
The Bay State, the Boston Elevate 
and the Boston & Maine are obliged 
to curtail their sen-ice because ot 
shortage of 
fuel. "When relief wtl 


come nobody can tell. The fuel ad 
ministration, however, should do some 
thing to bring relief. 
It is alleget 


that there will be a shortage of 7,800, 
000 tons in- the New England coal sup 
ply, this due to the war, of course. 
The transportation 
companies are 


willing that the demands of the war 
should first be met. It seems tha 
coal ordered by these various com 
panies was seized In transit by th. 
government and that the companle 
were 
unable to replace this coal in 


time to prevent a 
shortage. What 


cannot be cured must be endured.

Apparently congress wants to tawwr 


just how the war Is being conducted. 
It wants light, on the shortcomings 
In department management which Is 
all right. The people are also anxious 
that? the whole truth shall be known. 
Already some facts have been brougfit 
out to show that mistakes have been 
made, but in most cases the mistakes 
consisted in holding ont for minor de- 
tails while important matters were 
allowed to KO by default. The men 
who show such a sense of duty as 
that are -dangerous In war. 


It is to be hoped they will be rele- 


gated to the rear to give way to men 
who consider essentials, of paramount 
importance and who will never lose 
their sense of proportion. 


There is some danger that certain 


investigators may wilfully bring out 
information that will offer aid and 
comfort to the enemy or that may lay 
bare to German 
spies 
every weak 


point of our preparations for war. 


In view of these things as we have 


heretofore shown, these investigations, 
ostensibly to get information that 
may be useful in directing the war, 
may elicit a vast amount of informa- 
tion that will be of more use to Ger- 
many than 
to 
the United 
States. 


Moreover, certain politicians are will- 
ing to make capital out of the mis- 
takes thus brought to light. 


The senate has a committee which 


is to investigate the management of 
the fuel and sugar problems. 
The 


most influential members of this com- 
mittee are the "wilfuls." La Follette, 
Heed and Vardaman, who did their 
meanest to defeat food control. 
If 


this committee doesn't dig up excuse 
for scandal against the food adminis- 
tration, it will show a reversal of hu- 
man nature or a perfection of 
food 


administration that couldn't be possi- 
ble or expected outside of heaven it- 
self.

vate John A. Patrick, who is with the 
regular army aviation corps at Camp 
Kelley, San Antonio, Texas: 


Dear Fred:—I suppose you will be 


surprised to know that I am away 
down here. I have been transferred 
to the aviation 
corps—the highest 


branch of trie service. Devens was a 
mansion compared to tVio place where 
we are now. \Ve haven'.t nice steam- 
heated barracks, but merely cold tents 
and believe me, it is some cold here 
at night. I heard you had a big snow 
storm up your way. Well, we played 
ball down here today and I did a. lot 
of sweating. 
1 suppose 
It 
doesn' 


seem possible to you while hikin, 
through the snow that we should b 
enjoying summer weather down hen 
I have gained a lot of eSperienc 
since I came down here. .For on 
thing, I know what a sand storm is 
We have had two of them since com 
ing here and believe me, I've 
hai 


enough of • them. It is impossible t< 
describe how really bad they are. I 
is just like being in, a room t'vill o 
smoke and not being able to get any 
air. Wherever you turn there is 
and the funny thing about it is tha 
it comes up so quickly that you don' 
have a chance to get to your tent 
During the first one we had, I happen 
ed to be out in front of the tent and 
I didn't know what was going to hap 
pen. A fellow told me to get a towe 
and put it around my head and ge 
under my blankets. 
T had to sta> 


there for six hours and 'didn't flar 
come out. .When it was all over there 
was an inch of dust on our bunks and 
wo all looked like coal heavers. 
The second one came about three 
o'clock one morning and I was 
on 
guard duty, I ducked into a shed un- 
til it was all over. This guard "stuff" 
is great. I was guarding the quaran 
tine camp at one Lime. 
When an> 
disease breaks out, they send the fel- 
lows who are suffering from it to a 
camp away from all the tents. [L was 
funny to hear these fellows talk when 
"1 would go past them on guard duty 
They have no use for the. guards; they 
were telling me to "drop dead" until 
l.hey got out, but can you imagine me 
walking. up and down there with a 
sun on my shoulder and not a soul in 
sight? 
At any minute 
a 
Mexican 
might rap me on the head. The next 
time 1 get thai job I'm going to be 
awfully sick. 
' AVe are about S miles from San An- 
tonio proper and there's no chance to 
go down and buy smokes,-candy and 
other little things. So the people up 
here take advantage of the fact and 
charge ten cents for five-cent cigarets. 
and everything else is a nickel mor 
than in the city. The fellows are al 
ways broke and the "Gimme" chib has 
the largest membership of any club 
around here. 
Once you take out a 
package of cigarets here it 's good- 
bye to them. 
I am glad that I got into this 
branch away from the infantry: the 
chances and the pay are better. 
A 
chief 
electrician 
here gets 
?'8S a 
month; he has to he a sort of an all- 
round mechanic. I don't expect, to land 
one of those jobs, but I do expect to 
get something with as much money as 
1 was getting 
before I joined 
the 
army. 
After this war the army men 
are going to get the preference; an- 
other thing, there is going to be a lot 
of work on aeroplanes, and I will get 
lot of experience down here in that 
line. 
Another advantage of the aero 
service Is that I he men are located ten 
miles behind the firing line and you 
have a pretty sure chance of coming 
back. 
What do you suppose would happen 


if a Hying machine were to fly over 
fjowell? Well, down hero they flyover 
camp like birds. There are about 50 
of them going up and coming down 
all day. 
I've got so used to them 
now that I never look up, but when f 
first came here I was like a rube, 
looking up at them all the time. There 
have been very few accidents consid- 
ering the number who are flying. One 
fellow tried to go up at night and 
when ho attempted to land he struck 
a woodpile and smashed himself along 
with the machine.

need labor to carry on their industries 
for war and the production of food 
and fuel with the Industrial army. K 
has been pointed out by members of 
the committee today that there are 
certain 
Industries 
in 
Massachusetts 
which are producing necessary articles 
but in too Rreat amounts.

mittee will have the power and will in 
imperative' cases exercise that power 
to control the output of such indua- 


Acting in labor disputes the com- 
mittee will insist that there be no 
impairment of reduction of wages or 
conditions of labor during the war 
and will use all of its powers to cre-

RELATIVE TO 


LIGHTS 


The order of the United Slates fuel 


administration of Nov. 'J, limiting the 
lours for lighting the electric signs 
has been cancelled and a new order is- 
sued, according to information 
re- 
ceived by John M. O'Donochue, chair- 
man of the local fuel committee. 
The new order prohibits corpora- 
tions, 
associations, partnerships 
or 
persons engaged in the business of 
furnishing electricity from supplying 
electricity for illumination or display- 
ing 
advertisements, announcements, 
etc., when such stores arc not oyun 
for business, excepting- such lights as 
are necessary for the public safety 
or as are required by laW. 
Further- 
more the municipality is 
prohibited 
from 
maintaining 
excessive 
street 
lighting for display 
or 
advertising 


purposes. 
These prohibitions are subject to the 


following exceptions: 
(a) This order shall not apply to 
light used for governmental purposes 
only by the United States government, 
the government of any commonwealth 
or state of the United States; 
(b) This order shall not apply to 
the maintenance of street lights by 
any city or town or within any city 
or town under a contract with the 
officials thereof for such maintenance; 
except that no municipality may use 
fuel for the maintenance 
of 
_ lights 


commonly known as "White Way1' or 
cluster lights, or other decorated street 
lighting, or enter into a contract for 
the lighting of the same, except to 
such extent as such lights arc neces- 
sary for the safety of the public. 
(c) This order shall not apply to 
such porch lights upon houses or ho 
tels or to entrances to buildings oc- 
cupied or open for ingress or egress 
during the night time, or to lights 
upon private driveways, walks, or in 
the grounds of any hotel, manufactur- 
ing establishment, or residence, or 
upon the platform of railway stations, 
approaches thereto, or 
in 
railroad 
yards or grounds, as are necessary to 
safety; or to lights for any similar 
purposes when 
authorized 
by any 
state fuel administrator of the state 
within which such lights are located. 
Provided, however, that such lights 
shall be only in such number or size 
is necessary to meet the require- 
ments of public safety, and provid- 
ed that such lights shall be reduce! 
at anv time upon direction of the state 
fuel administrator of the state with- 
in which such buildings or grounds 
are located. 
The state fuel administrators with- 
in the several states are hereby di- 
rected and authorized to see that the 
provisions of this order are observed, 
to report violations thereof to 
the 
United States fuel administrator, and 
to recommend to such administrator 
action to be taken by him with re- 
spect to the sale, shipment, distribu- 
tion and apportionment of coal to the 
corporations, associations, partnerships 
persons so found to be acting in 
violation of this order.
